JAKARTA, Indonesia — Twenty-nine student 
protesters sealed an 8-foot fence wrapped in 
barbed wire to enter the U.S. Embassy grounds 
Saturday on the third anniversary of a massacre in 
East Timor. 

The protesters said they want President Clinton 
to prcssure-lndoncsia on the East-Thnor issue 
during his upcoming visit for the Asia-Pacific 
Economic Cooperation Summit Tuesday. 

The incident angered Indonesia’s government, 
which hoped the summit would allow the country 
to shake olTits poor human rights image. “It was 
'obviously designed to embarrass us,” said For- 
eign Minister Ali Alatas. 

Secretary of State Warren Christopher, in town 
for ministerial meetings before the summit, said 
the issue of East Timor would be raised during 
bilateral talks with Indonesia. 

Indonesia annexed East Timor in 1976 after in-’ 

withdrawal from its former colony! Human rights 
groups have accused Indonesia of widespread 
abuses in East Timor since then.

SEATTLE — Bill Gates’ purchase of a

S30.8 million is just the most recent move in 
the computer software mogul’s drive into 
the world of fine art.

Wilma Rudolph, who conquered 
childhood polio that forced her to 
wear leg braces until she was 9 and 
went on to become an Olympic 
track star, died Saturday at 54.

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) 
— Racing high over the South Seas, 
Atlantis’ astronauts on Saturday cap- . 
tured a German satellite carrying 
vital measurements of Earth’s shrink- 
ing ozone layer. 

Appropriately, the satellite was 
retrieved just north of Antarctica and 
its infamous ozone hole, south of 
New Zealand. “Super! Super!” 
German scientists shouted in the 
satellite-control room at Kennedy 
Space Center as astronaut Ellen 
Ochoa grabbed the spacecraft with 
Atlantis' robot arm. They celebrated 
with collcc and gummy bears. 

“It’s not what you usually do when 


something important happens. You 
usually have a glass of champagne. 
We will do this on Monday," when 
Atlantis returns to Earth with the 
satellite, German physicist Klaus 
Grossmann said. 

The astronauts had released the 
S35 million satellite eight days earli- 
er, so it could observe ozone and 
other atmospheric guscs without 
interference from Atlantis 

Shuttle commander Donald 
MeMonagte flew over and around 
the 7,500-pound, triangular satellite, 
then hovered* directly below at an 
altitude of 186 miles.

Small businesses waiy of GOP power

The council will look over grants 
offered by the federal Department of 
Justice through the 1994 crime bill 
passed by Congress in September. 
The new laws would bolster police 
forces nationwide by about 100,000 
officers. 

For towns and cities like Twin Falls 


that serve populations of less than 
50,000, the Justice Department offers a 
grant that would pay up to 75 percent 
of the salary and benefits over a thrte- 
-year period to a'maximum of 575,000 ' 
per officer. The federal share of the of- 
ficer’s salary declines each year in that- - 
.period, with the city picking up the full, 
tab after that. 

In other business, the council will 
hear a presentation on the county’s 
work toward a new comprehensive 
iand-use plan. The city adopted its 
comprehensive plan for growth last 
year. The council also will examine 
the final plat, or blueprints, for Sier- 
ra Estates subdivision No. 4. The 
residential subdivision is cast of 
Madrona Street North and south of 
the Candleridge subdivision.

away from the idea that every 
American is equal under the law. 

Gritz, a Vietnam-era Green 
Beret and onetime Populist Party 
candidate for president, is forming 
a community in the Clearwater 
Valley called “Almost Heaven." 


“We ar<Ou>t n bunch of skin- 
heads and not a bunch of neo- 
Nazis," he said in a recent tele- 


phone interview. "We arc trying to 
live by the laws of the land accord- 


ing to the Constitution.” 

-But Wassmuth said such think- . 
ing divides Americans into two 
groups: White- property-owning 
males who believe they have “di- 
vine rights" through the Constitu- 
tion, and minorities who hold “de- 
jure rights” only because the gov- 
ernment decided to give it to them. 

“From there, it’s easy to prove 
the government is invalid because 
it voted to give those people those 
rights,” Wassmuth said. 

He said the paramilitary supporters 
probnbly’number in the hundreds in 
Idaho rather than the thousands.

POCATELLO' (AP)'— About one- “ 
third of Pocatello’s water supply is 
believed contaminated and an expert 
advises the town base its future land 
use with an eye toward geology. ' 

The solvent trichloroethylene has’ 
polluted the groundwater, likely from 
solvents dumped at a county landfill 
decades ago. The city is forced to add 
an air stripping tower that evaporates - 
the solvent in the water. 

Geological Survey geologist John -

“All we can do is g et an early 
enough start on the problems Ifiafface 
iis,” he said, adding the local -cities.

‘TWIN FALLS — Linda Robinson sits in the 
half-light between hope and fear and takes the 
measure of the long shadow that fractions cast.

‘I don’t ‘do fractions,’ ” says Robinson, a 
math teacher in the College of Southern Ida 
ho’s Adult Basic Education program. “I say 
’No, you didn’t do fractions. But you will.’ ’ 

, Robinson,! who went through the same pro- 
gram cn route to her own high school equiva- 
lency (GED) certificate, has heard all t he ex- 
cellent excuses tor keeping a sale distance 
from algebra, even if algebra is all that’s keep 
ing you from a high school diploma. 

“It’s a matter of success,” she. said. “Once 
you show a student — - even a student who’s 
been out of school for 20 years — that 
they’re capable to doing something, it 
doesn't take them long to figure out how.” 
CSI’s ABE program, honored last summer 
as among the best in the nation by Secretary 
of Education Richard Riley, specializes in 
helping students t- dropouts,- mostly — find - 
the shortest line between can ’f and did. 

“Most of our students are people with a lot 
of other things going oh in their lives,” says 
Janie Brumbach, its director. "Children, 
jobs, spouses. They make the time lo be here 
because they know that education is impor- 
tant and because they want something better 
for themselves and their families. They want 
— to-be-hererandHhat^-not-somcthingyou 
say about all high school students." 

The locat ABE program, one of sis

One of the worst was a guy who didn’t 
have. any furniture, but assured Dave 
and his fiancee that he was going to 
4niy some.

If you’re *thc parent of a 9- to 
_I2-ycar-oId girl, you probably, 
have an idea of what psychiatrist 
Miriam D. Mazor means By the

1 Karen Bailey of North 
Andover, Mass., the mother of a 
daughter who is turning 9, needs 
; no prompting to provide this deft- 
; nition: “Exclusionary behavior 
with a nasty undercurrent to it.” 
.She even offers an example: . 

Two weeks ago, her daughter 
.' was ’one of three girls who made 
1 fun of a fourth girl’s new hair 
adornment. The girl was so dis- 
traught that she ran from the 
" classroom crying, prompting her 
tormentors to burst into, tears, too. 
The entire third grade class was 
upset in the process. 

Luckily, teacher Susan Murgo 
responded immediately and 

appropriately.-While the victim 

was being comforted elsewhere, 
Murgo met outside the classroom 
with the aggressors. She instruct- 
ed them to each write a letter of 
.apology and, at the principal’s 
.suggestion, she assigned them 
rjfccss detention. Before the day 
•r \flis out, Murgo had colled their 
; parents and gathered the class 
; together for a discussion about 
< hurting feelings, making jt clear 
! that such behavior is not acccpt- 
1 able. 

!r At home, Bailey also initiated a 
if discussion. Since her daughter 
I 'has been on thef receiving end of 

• meanness — she had been 
; brought to tears by girls over' th'c 
j: summer because her beach towel 
$* bore a cartoon character they said 
* ' was for babies — Bailey was able 
I to remind her of what it feels like 
j tobc'pickcd on.

“It’s a powerful drive for them, 
even if deep inside they know 
better," said Mazur, who is on the 
faculty of Harvard Medical 
School. 

Fortunately, not all girls get 
caught up in this. 

Cnrol Schraft, principal of the 
Driscoll School in Brookline, 
which goes through eighth grade), 
says that -over the years she has 
identified girls who jend to 
escape this- stage: “They arc very 
independent with n strong sense 
of who they arc. They have an 
interest or talent outside cjf school 
that takes up a lot of time and 
energy, and have strong family 
networks.” 

More commonly, however, like 
Bailey’s daughter, it’s just a mat- 
ter of time before a girl will be on 
the receiving ns well as. the giving 
end of the Mean & Nasties, says 
child psychologist Nicki Crick. 
An assistant professor at the 
University of Illinois/Urbnnn, she 
studies mean behavior in boys 
and girls. 

That’s because girls this age, 

‘ unlike boys, arc focused on inter- 
personal relationships, struggling 
to ‘understand social norms and 
mores. In this one way, at least, 
mean and nasty behavior rtiay be 
helpful to them, psychologist 
Martha Putallnz says. 

“By seeing what gets criticized 
in someone else, you learn what 
behavior to avoid yourself," she 
said. In addition, she says, sortie 
studies show that two or three 
girls -who snub another girl often 
" feel a common bond as a result, 
■v— "That- unexpected -closeness 
leads them to a degree of intima- 
— cy-thcy-olherwise-wouldn’t-haver 


to share secrets. That can be very _ 
helpful to sonic girls’,” said" 
Putalfaz, who is an associate pro- 
cessor at Duke University and 
studies children’s social develop- 
ment.' 1 ‘ •' . . 

Of course, that isn’t very help- 
ful to the girl on the receiving 

• end, or even, in the’ long run, to 
the perpetrators;- Crick says. She 
says girls this age who continual- 
ly engage in mean behavior tend 
to have .difficulties forming close 
relationships as adults. 

Which is why.it’s. important for 
parents and teachers to intervene 
quickly, as Murgo and Bailey 
did. 

“If an incident is significant 
enough to reach your attention, 
there’s a good chance a number 
of less significant ones have 
occurred without you knowing 
about them,” said Crick. 

Mazur says that inside, most 
girls ore unhappy with themselves 
for their participation. “They’re 
glad for the chance, to bare their 
feelings and anxious for us to set 
boundaries on what’s acceptable 
and what’s not," she said. 

Unfortunately, because most of 

• .us as mothers have strong memo- 
ries of being excluded or exclud- 
ing when we were girls, we tend 
to jump-on our daughters in an 
accusatory, way. 

“Tty: biggest mistake is to say, 
‘How could you be so mean?’ 
.That . shuts down any possibility 
of communication,” said Mazur. 
Instead, she suggests: 

— Ask for an explanation with- 
out judging her guilty. “Tell me 
• what happened today," or, “Why. 
don’t kids like Mary?” 

— Help her understand her feel- 
ings: “How did you feel?" 

— Appeal to her sense of fair- 
ness: “How else could this.havc 
been handled?" “What could-you 
do next time?" 

— Set some limits. “Be spccif- 
- ic,” advised' Mazur, whose sug- 
gestions come as mufh from her 
-. hands-on experience as-a Brownie- 
leader as from being a psychia- 
— trist:

Knees go. Shoulders go. Ankles go. 

The football landscape is routinely 
littered with injuries. It’s the. nature of 
a tough, physical sport where there is a‘ 
chance of getting hurl on every play. 

Maybe even concussions. 

Those are the scary ones, because a 
_ concussion is a bruise of the brain. 
They can put a cast on the other body 
parts. On the brain, they can’t. 

Dr. Stephen Nicholas, 'associate 
orthopedist for the New York Jets, has 
been on NFL sidelines since 19.73, 


about every kind of concussion, from 
the mild where there is ho nrpnesia and 


no lo^of consciousness to'the most 
severe that can end a career. 

"Football is a collision sport where 
injuries and blows to the head occur,"

The Justice Department's antitrust in- 
vestigation of the Nasdaq stock niarket — 
now the nation's biggest stock market — 
continues to attract attention in the finan- 
cial press and elsewhere. 

.Here's an examination of the investiga- 
tion and what it might mean to investors, 
based on interviews with Nasdaq officials 
and market analysts. 

It was compiled by San Jose Mercury 
News economics writer Steve Kaufman. 

Q. What is the Justice. Department in- 
vestigating? 

A. Whether Nasdaq's practices are bi- 
ased against the small investor. 

Reporting on the probe has focused on 
whether Nasdaq’s 510 market makers -- 
the brokerage firms that trade Nasdaq 
slocks — have fixed the prices at which 
individuals trade slocks. 

Most of the biggest Nasdaq stocks still 
trade at u'25-cents-a-sharc spread — the 
difference between what an investor pays 
to buy and scll'lhc same stock at the same 
time. On the New York Stock Exchange, 
in contrast, the spread is usually 13 cents.

With harvest about halfway along in die Magic- 
Vallcyv-yiclds arc excellent, he said, with some 
fields producing more than 200 bushels per acre. 

Quality, too, is excellent, Brennan reported. The 
com show. high oil content and kernels arc long 
and have more rows per cob than past years. 
Regardless of rain this week, the crop has dried 
down well, thanks in part to freezing temperatures. . . 

“It’s coming in in top shape," Brennan said. 
“Our com quality here is even better than anything - 
we could ship in.

says Joseph Unamie, president of Goya 
Foods Ina, the second-largest Hispanic- 
owned company in the U.S. “Tbday, the 
average person eats 15 pounds of beans 
a year, compared to 6 pounds in 1990." 

Americans seem to be willing to take 
a step away from meat and potatoes. 
Since 1987, annual sales of Mexican 
foods at supermarkets have doubled 
to more than $2.2 billion. Last year, 
Goya sold more than $480 million 
worth of olive oil, coffee, bread pud- 
ding, combread, 34 varieties of beans 
and 11 varieties of rice. Its.850 prod-_ 
ucts are found primarily on the East 
Coast and in the Midwest — for now. 
But Unanue expects to see them soon 
in supermarkets across America. 

“In hard times, people look for val- 
ue," he says. “You can buy 20 pounds 
of rice {which converts lo 60 pounds 
when cooked) for $10. Add beans for 
protein, and you have a healthy meal.” 
Several years ago, Goya began using 
bilingual labels to reach the Anglo mar- 
ket, and it began advertising on popu- 
lar TV shows such as Northern Expo- 
sure and Roseanne.

about the kiwi and created early recipes for spaghetti 
squash, jicama and diet desserts, with our three baby- 
boomer children helping me to perceive changes. 
After thousands of articles and 17 cookbooks, food 
is more than my love. It’s my ‘'language.’' 

HCHILD PARADE 1 * food edi- 
tor, 1982-88. During World War 
II, when I met my husband, Paul, 
we were in Ceylon and China, 
•working for the O.S.S. [Office 
of Strategic Services]. We always 
'talked a great deal about food, par- 
ticularly when we were in China, 
because there was a plague going on, and we couldn’t 
eat the Chinese food.- We had to eat the tenible Army 
food. - rice, potatoes, canned tomatoes and water buf- 
falo. We would sit around land talk about the won- 
derful meals we remembered. When we got back, to 
the U.S. and got married, I started cooking-^and I 
found that I just loved it! Then Paul joined the State 
Department and, fortunately, was assigned to Paris. 
As soon as I took a bite of that food, I was off. It 
was so good! Thosowere the days — it was about 
1948 or 1949, and there wasn’t any nutrition talk. You 
could eat what you wanted — butter, cream, beef — 
and it was all so delicious. So I decided that food 
was for me, and I started taking cooking lessons at 
the Cordon Bleu. I have loved it eyer since.
